Remarks Well 
Placed 


There were no surprises in the United 
Nations addrcsi b y President Fi.senhower. 
But with a calm approach relatively free 
from the usual -Ih hr', of the cold war. the 
President firmly defined the fwsition of the 
United States at a strategically important 
moment. It i" not ex pected that Ku*^ ia will 
find much room for agre- ment with the 
President’s word> for 
they 
have

them b efore and rein rd to listen 
But Kisenhower spoke at one of the great 
est gatherings of world leaders that history 
_______ 
ha« e v e r recorded 
.\nd he 
,|>oke at 
a 
time when the cause 
of neutrality i- on a 
definite 
upswing. 
In 
his rem arks he capitalized on the growth 
of new nations and their natural desires 
to remain outside the direct influence of 
any great world power. His denunciation of 
any outside power’s interference in the af­ 
fairs of the Congo and other newly em erg­ 
ing independent states of Africa did not fall 
on deaf ears. The United Nations was filled 
with repre.sentatives from the.-^e countries 
as well as heads of state from .Middle Hast 
countries and the continent of Kurope 
The President called for economic and 
technical assistance to Ihe ( ongo through 
the United Nations, not directly from one 
country to another as the U.S. does at the 
present. II is going lo b e difficult for Rus­ 
sia’s Premier 
Khrushchev 
to 
disagree 
with this. He could hardly do so without ad­ 
mitting that his nation’s oh|eetlves were 
Communist control, not eonsiruellve assist­ 
ance. 
Khrushchev has a way of twiKting na­ 
tional sovereignty to the advantage of the 
Kremlin b ut such twrsting would b e ob vious 
in comparison with the words of President 
Eisenhower. Khru.shchev’s idea of neutral­ 
ity means every nation free to pursue what- 
tv er course it desires. In effect, this is a 
policy of survival of the fittest under which 
smaller nations would have no chance 
whatsoever. 
★ 
The President went on lo emphasize the 
importance of the United Nations in dis­ 
armament, control of nuclear wea|>ons and 
agreements on outer space. His disarm a­ 
ment proposals were the same as the U.S. 
has made for some time now —- complete 
elimination of the weapons of war with 
reciprocal inspections. He proj>o.ses that nu­ 
clear weapons b e dealt with separately and 
that a team of ex perts determine the means 
of inspection. 


He wants space and Ihe planets there ob ­ 
served as neutral territory and never as 
instrumentalities of war. In these remarks 
it was plain to see the course which the 
United States Is 
intent 
upon 
following 
There is nothing complicated 
ab out 
the 
course since It Is founded on freedom The 
l*resldont’s words were received at the 
U N with calm on ail sides. The important 
thing is that our ideas and ob jectives have 
b een clearly outlined prior to the address 
to follow from Khrushchev. 
★ 
There is stiU .speculation that the moody 
Khrushchev will .-ipring .some sort of

he will present quite a contrast if he uses 
thi.« a.N another op|Kjitunity to propagandize 
the world. Denunciations of U.,S inijienal 
ism in the face of Kisenhower’s words would 
certainly have a p<*culiar ring. 
The Russian premier is on the spot to 
make some sort of a proposal to the world 
b ody. Elsenhower’s entire program was a 
ronslriietlve one and Russia Is now chal­ 
lenged lo do Ihe same. With his ronstant 
inelusion of the U.N. In the settlement of 
issues which now separate Ihe East and 
West, Elsenhower should have hit pay dirt 
In the minds of many delegates from for­ 
eign lands. 
The words of the President and world de­ 
velopments of late .serve to underline the 
fact that . s t r i n ge n t 
alignment 
of 
nation« 
into one camp or an­ 
other is 
b ecoming a 
thing of the pa-.l 'Ihe 
East and VVest as we know them today ¿ire 
not likely to see any sub .stantial change in 
the years ahead. In a .sense, this is a trib ­ 
ute to the cause of communism b ecause it 
means that it has attained a position of 
influence in the world. Nations which might 
not want to align themselves with commu­ 
nism do not, on the other hand, want to 
offend Russia. 
Not only that, b ut they prefer their own 
b rand of democracy, not necessarily ours. 
Eisenhower’s program also shows our grow­ 
ing awareness of this fact — something we 
have b een too prone to ignore m the past. 
More and more, the key to future se­ 
curity lies in the path of nations independent 
of one another, not closely associated as 
in the past. How Khrushchev intends to 
counteract this remains to b e seen b ut it 
would certainly seem to serve the cause of 
democracy b etter than it would the cause 
of communism. 


Now A World 
Influence 


Reports on Sen. John Kennedy’s answer 
to the farm prob lem were not as encour­ 
aging as ex pected. Basically, what Ken­ 
nedy appears to have failed to do is spell 
out ex actly where he is going lo support 
farm prices. He spoke of ‘full parity of 
income” and presented an outline for b ring­ 
ing production and consumption into b al­ 
ance. 
But he did not specifically state that he 
would support prices at any certain level. 
It would not b e enough to b ring production 
and consumption into b alance as this would 
itill leave farmers to the mercy of the 
market place and sub ject them to lower 
and lower prices for their products. Such 
a b alance is not price control b ut merely 
control over the government’s cost of the 
program. 
This is laudab le b ut it is not the answer 
farmers are looking for. Vice 
President 
Nix on has also failed so far in this regard 
—passing out a worked-over version of the 


Kennedy Farm Plans 
soil b ank program and promises of a stand 
on price supports at a later dale. Kennedy 
has said he stands firmly b ehind the Demo­ 
cratic party farm plank which calls for 9 0 
per cent supports b ut he was not reported 
to have repeated this position in his Sioux 
Falls, S.D., farm address. 
There is one other hitch in what Ken­ 
nedy said which he will have to clear 
up. How he is going to get farm ers lo com­ 
ply with production controls which would 
b e used? Production in ex cess of controls 
could not b e marketed with a parity price 
certificate b ut that might not stop farm ers 
from still growing a great ex cess of grains. 
Production must b e controlled b eyond 
that which would come under any general 
price support program. If unlimited pro­ 
duction is permitted outside the support 
program, then that is ex actly what will 
happen and the old falling price and sur­ 
plus prob lem will b e as b ad as ever. 


Speed And 
It is true that one can leave Neb raska in 
the morning b y jet and theoretically b efoie 
sunset b e in any one of the major capitals 
of the world. 
It took Lewis and Clark months to get 
from St. Louis to Oregon, b ut anyone now 
can reach the West Coast from here in 
three to four hours. Of course, at that speed 
no one can stop and make talk with the In­ 
dians, or even take note of how the corn is 
standing down b elow. 
But if all this is fast then one is not pre­ 
pared for a recent word of caution from the 
international Civil .Aviation Organization. 
It admonished travelers not to b e too hasty 
demanding air speeds of 2,500 miles an hour. 
The ICAO was not against such speed or 
against people flying that fast, which is 
now or soon will b e possib le. It is worrying 
more ab out the initial cost of getting into 
the high speed b usiness. It fears that com­ 
mercial aviation is not yet ready to make 
such service pay. 
It is hard to comprehend such changes as 


Longevity 
have affected human b eings m the m atter 
of just a few decades. There are still many 
people who can clearly rememb er when the 
fastest thing ab out was the 8 o’clock Burl­ 
ington passenger, and when a runaway, 
with horses b olting at the b linding speed of 
almost 20 miles an hour, was just ab out as 
far as anyone could carry hot rodding. 
One cannot make a firm case against 
tremendous speed. There is no reason why 
one should take eight months to trek to the 
West Coast when a few hours will do the 
job . But on the other hand what has one 
seen on the way? What notes can one jot 
down enroute? When flying speed reaches 
2,500 miles per hour we will just ab out b e 
fresh out of human ex periences. What the 
world more needs is something that will 
make the hours and the days and the years 
three times as long as they are. This b usi­ 
ness of getting from here to eternity in six ty 
minutes is playing hob with the thing w’e 
used to call longevity. 


Seaway In Difficulties 
When the long wanted St. Lawrence sea­ 
way b ecame a reality it was ex pected that 
great things would come from it immediate­ 
ly. It was stimulating to think that trans­ 
atlantic shipping could proceed inland as 
far as Chicago and 
12 other inland lake 
ports in order to dock to deliver and take 
on shipping. 
It is disappointing to learn that for the 
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second straight year the seaway has b een 
a flop and that the federal government’s 
$131 million investment in it is yet to b e 
justified. 
Quite a numb er of things are wrong. In 
many places the channel and the harb ors 
are not deep enough for many ocean going 
carriers. The new ports lack ex perience in 
handling the shipping and, as b ad as any­ 
thing, the stevedoring has b een nothing to 
speak of. Now a longshoremen’s strike has 
b een going upward of three weeks for rea­ 
sons that are largely ob scure. 
These difficulties do not mean that the 
seaway is doomed to failure, b ut they do 
indicate that there is a good deal yet to b e 
done b efore it can b ecome a success. Ob ­ 
viously, an over-conservative administra­ 
tion and a b udget slashing Congress wdll 
have to come around to the reality that 
further harb or and channel deepening ap­ 
propriations will have to b e made to save 
the project. The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, which has fumb led shipping rates, 
will have to learn a good deal more ab out 
the new facility, and the new ports will have 
to do a b etter job of taking care of the b usi­ 
ness. 
The nation is now committed to the sea­ 
way and there is no question of its ultimate 
usefulness. The Middle West which is to b e 
the special b eneficiary must take a keener 
interest in it—which is something it has 
n ^ as yet done.

During 
the decade, national income 
has gone up 38 per cent 
while
